- 2 years on and 
still no decision

MORE than two years after the 
council approved a planning 
application for 400 houses at 
Hatchfield Farm, the town still 
waits for a final decision as to 
whether the development can 
be built. 

The plans for homes, sub¬ 
mitted by Lord Derby for land 
off Fordham Road in New¬ 
market, were approved in July 
2014, but were then immedi¬ 
ately called in by the Secretary 
of State after concerns from 
the racing industry and MP 
Matthew Hancock. 

After a three-week inquiry 
held at Forest Heath District 
Council offices last April, at 
which it was argued that the 
racing industry would be bad¬ 
ly damaged if the plan went 
ahead, the town was told to 
expect the inquiry’s decision 
in October. 

The decision was delayed

until December and then all 
parties were told a decision 
could be expected after the 
EU referendum - but almost 
a month later, there is still no 
decision. 

Now, groups involved have 
spoken of their frustration at 
the delay 

Lord Derby, the applicant, 
said: “It has been two years 
since the elected members of 
Forest Heath District Council 
gave the go ahead to the pro¬ 
posals for Hatchfield Farm, 
recognising the sustainabil¬ 
ity of the site and the need for 


such housing. It has been one 
year since the Inspector sub¬ 
mitted her report to the Secre¬ 
tary of State. 

“We are as frustrated as oth¬ 
ers regarding the delays in the 
decision. 

“The housing need in New¬ 
market continues to increase 
and the uncertainty over 
Hatchfield Farm makes it dif¬ 
ficult for the local authority, 
families and local businesses 
to plan for the future.” 

He added: “We appreciate 
this has been a complex case 
with a number of representa¬ 
tions made to the Secretary of 
State. However, a swift resolu¬ 
tion would be welcomed by all 
involved.” 

William Gittus, speaking 
on behalf of the Newmarket 
Horsemen’s Group, said given 
the changes in government, 
the delay was “understand¬ 
able”. 

He said: “The delay is frus¬ 
trating but with everything 


else that is going on at the mo¬ 
ment it is understandable. 

“The Newmarket Horse¬ 
men’s Group maintains the 
view that a development of 
the scale proposed at Hatch- 
field Farm is unlikely to pro¬ 
vide any significant long term 
benefit to Newmarket or the 
local economy... At the very 
least, the proposal should be 
considered through the ongo¬ 
ing Local Plan and not as an 
ad-hoc and premature plan¬ 
ning application.” 

A spokesperson from the 
Department of Communities 
and Local Government would 
not comment on the reason 
for the delay They said: “We 
will be issuing a decision very 
shortly and in due course.”

Base jet causes

A US fighter jet from RAF 
Lakenheath woke up resi¬ 
dents in Cambridgeshire 
with a bang on Thursday 
after a sonic boom echoed 
across the skies. 

The F-15 jet sped past the 
sound barrier of 768mph at 
around 7.40am - sending 
shockwaves that had an im¬ 
pact on residents across the 
area. 

People living in areas such 
as Godmanchester, Ramsey 
and Warboys complained of 
shaking houses and rattling 
furniture as a result of the 
sonic boom.

to an emergency. 

And RAF Lakenheath said 
that it had occurred as a re¬ 
sult of an error by the pilot. 

A spokeswoman apolo¬ 
gised for any disturbances 
and said it would operate 
within air speed restrictions 
going forward. 

The Ministry of Defence 
had yesterday confirmed 
that it was not aware of any 
RAF activity in the Cam¬ 
bridgeshire area at the time 
of the incident. 

Cambridgeshire police 
confirmed it received a call 


about the event, but was not 
investigating. 

Dozens of residents com¬ 
mented on the News’ Face- 
book page about their expe¬ 
rience of the boom. 

“At 7.30ish I threw my cof¬ 
fee over myself, jumping out 
of my skin,” said Victoria 
Askey. 

Liz Lord said: “My hoor 
shook in Houghton - I 
thought there had been an 
explosion.” 

Rachael Griffin from St 
Ives said the boom made 
her jump and rattled the 
windows, while Sarah Jane 
Wilberforce added: “My hoor 
shock. Sounded like a bomb 
went off.”

Airman’s car 
hit two others, 
inquest hears

A US airman who died on a 
road at Eriswell had collid¬ 
ed with two other vehicles, 
causing him multiple inju¬ 
ries, an inquest opening has 
heard. 

Staff Sergeant Hunter Da¬ 
vis, 27, died on June 7 on 
the B1112 while driving his 
Subaru car. 

On Monday in Bury St Ed¬ 
munds an inquest was for¬ 
mally opened into his death 
by Assistant Suffolk Coroner 
Dr Daniel Sharpstone. 

The hearing was told that 
Sgt Davis’ vehicle had struck 
a car before crossing to the 
opposite carriageway and 
colliding with another vehi¬ 
cle. 

Dr Sharpstone said the 
cause of Sgt Davis’ death had 
been recorded as multiple 
head, chest and abdominal

injuries. 

Sgt Davis served with the 
352d Special Operations 
Maintenance Squadron at 
RAF Mildenhall. 

At the time, the base paid 
tribute to Ssgt Davis. In a 
statement, Major Paul Lien- 
hard, 352nd Special Opera¬ 
tions Maintenance Squad¬ 
ron commander, said: “We 
are deeply saddened by the 
sudden loss of a valuable air¬ 
man and a brother. 

“Our hearts go out to SSgt 
Davis’ mother, father, family 


and friends. 

“It’s times like this we need 
to stop, take a look around 
and remember what is most 
important. 

“Aircraft can be repaired, 
lost time can be recovered, 
but a life, ended abruptly 
and without warning, is 
gone forever.” 

Police, ambulance crews 
and the fire service were 
called to the collision at 
about 6.30am. 

The road at the junction 
of the A1065 and B1112 and 
the A1101 towards Eriswell 
at Sparks Farm were closed 
while police launched an in¬ 
vestigation into the crash. 

Another woman in her fif¬ 
ties was taken to West Suffolk 
Hospital with a suspected 
pelvic injury. 

The inquest has been ad¬ 
journed to a date yet to be 
set to allow further enquiries 
to be completed.

I saw it in 
Slough and see it in Soham. 

I witnessed a situation some time ago 
here where a Polish woman asked 
for a poster to be put up in a public 
office. It was for an event for Polish 
toddlers. She was asked if British 
children would be welcome and she 
responded "no". 

Fact: the UK is one of the most 
tolerant countries in the world where 
most of its citizens believe in equality, 
but that goes both ways. 

We are recognised as a soft 
touch by many other countries. 
Incomers need to make the effort to 
integrate instead of creating isolated 
communities. When working in the 
US I avoided the ex pat community 
like the plague and volunteered in 
the black community working with 
Heroin addicts. 

I would welcome an American style 
of immigration where one has to have 
a job, accommodation and enough 
money to sustain oneself in case of 
emergency. One carries an identity 
card at all times and reports to 
Immigration every January. Nobody 
thinks that is a violation of human 
rights !

Can we afford 
to eat meat? 

THERE'S an overpopulation problem 
all right, but not the one you might 
think. There are seven billion people 
on our planet, but you have to 
times that number by 10 to get the 
70 billion farm animals driving the 
worst environmental crisis of modern 
times. 

While human numbers are rising at 
roughly 1.2 per cent a year, livestock 
numbers are rising at double that rate 
at around 2.4 per cent a year. Animal 
agriculture emits high levels of C02, 
nitrous oxide and methane, together 
responsible for at least 14.5 per cent 
of global greenhouse gas emissions. 
This is more than all of the world's 
transport - cars, buses, trains, planes, 
boats, ships - combined. 

What we really need is a public 
education campaign. Most people in 
this country, I suspect, still have little 
idea that the production of meat, 


fish and dairy products is destroying 
the planet. Government policy 
would also help, and if the UK wants 
a blueprint then it should look to 
China, who recently announced its 
plan to reduce meat consumption by 
50 per cent to tackle climate change. 

A global shift to a vegan diet would 
see climate emissions decrease by 
70 per cent by 2050, according to 
a recent study by Oxford University, 
and result in a monetary saving of 
over $1 trillion in costs linked to 
climate change and healthcare. Can 
we afford not to stop eating meat? 

Please reconsider your diet for the 
sake of future generations.

CASH is continuing to pour 
in as the community pulls 
together to support a man 
who had to have his legs am¬ 
putated following a crash.

The pair were taken to Ad- 
denbrooke’s where Shaun 
had to have his legs ampu¬ 
tated at the knees. 

Since the incident, com¬ 
munities and football teams 
in Cambridge, Newmarket, 
Bury St Edmunds and be¬ 
yond have banded together 
to raise funds for Shaun as 
he starts his recovery. 

A crowd-funding page set 
up by Charlotte Way, Shaun’s 
fiancee, has now reached al¬

And Newmarket Festival 
Committee announced they 
had made an immediate do¬ 
nation of £2,000 to Charlotte 
to help with any costs they 
have for his care now and in 
the future. 

Mark Edmondson, of the 
Festival Committee, which 
donates cash to charity caus¬ 
es, said: “We thought that Mr 
Whiter may have some im¬ 
mediate welfare needs. 

“He has got his Just Giving 
account but we thought he 
is a local man that is going 
to need some immediate as¬ 
sistance. 

“We thought it was an im¬ 
portant cause to be able to 
give money to.” 

He added: “That is what 
the Festival is for - the local 
community of Newmarket - 
and we are delighted to be of 
some assistance.” 

Supporters of Mildenhall 
Football Club joined in the 
fundraising efforts at the 
weekend as they collected 
£686 for Joey and Shaun.

Plea to help Oliver 
have a safe sleep 


THE parents of a child with a rare 
condition which means he needs 
constant supervision are appealing 
for help in securing a specialist bed 
to keep him safe. 

Oliver Sykes, six, who lives in 
Reach, has a rare chromosone cond- 
tion which causes symptoms includ¬ 
ing hypotonia, which affects mus¬ 
cles, scoliosis, and developmental 
delay. 

When he’s awake, Oliver needs 
constant supervision. But he also 
has “unsettled” sleep patterns which 
means the supervision often has to 
continue through the night. 

Oliver currently lives with his 
mum, Rebecca. His care is shared 
with his dad, Darren Sykes, who lives 
nearby. 

Both struggled with Oliver’s night 
time behaviour, and Rebecca had to

buy an expensive specialist bed to 
help keep her son from harm. 

She said: “We used to have hor¬ 
rific cat and mouse games with him 
jumping out of bed and bashing 
himself against any hard surfaces - it 
really wasn’t pleasant at all. 

“Now Oliver has this safe place to 
sleep he is more relaxed and is better 
at going to sleep. 

“He finds the bed very comforting 
and I have peace of mind.” 

However, when Oliver stays with 
his dad, the family are currently hav¬ 
ing to rely on a loan specialist bed. 

Charity Newlife UK provided the 
equipment through an Emergency 


Equipment Loan, which will tem¬ 
porarily give Oliver a safe sleeping 
space while staying with Darren. 

However, with the loan period due 
to end, the family are now trying to 
raise funds so they can purchase a 
second safety bed so that he is able 
to stay with his dad. 

Newlife are looking for “local he¬ 
roes” to help purchase the bed. 

A safety bed costs £1,845. 

Oliver’s family is one of seven in 
the county who are working with the 
charity to provide equipment total¬ 
ling more than £6,000.

A S we delve further into the history of 
Glasswells, we now look at their further 
expansion and the Glasswells community 

spirit. 

In Saffron Walden there was further expansion 
in 1988 when Glasswells refurbished a storage 
building in King Street and George Street, 
turning it into a 1000 sq. ft. carpet shop. 

With the new shop front now on George 
Street, this effectively gave them a second town 
centre location, significantly increasing their 
presence. 

The main store was improved at the same 
time, replacing the King Street front and making 
significant interior alterations to improve 
furniture displays. 

A total of £50,000 was spent on 
improvements. 

the Saffron Walden shop has now been 
trading continuously for over 60 years and late 
in 2015 the shop was refurbished and updated 
again, bringing it in line with modern trends. 

Glasswells have always been proud of their 
community spirit and so in 1954 Jerry Glasswell 
offered by way of a token of appreciation 
for the support the local communities had 
provided: free tea and sugar at Christmas for all 
pensioners. 

Two pounds of sugar and a quarter of tea 
were first distributed in Bury St Edmunds, which 
was later extended to Haverhill, Saffron Walden 
and Stowmarket. 

To collect their free gift, all pensioners had 
to do was come to the store and present their 
pension books. 

They came in their thousands and Jerry was 
often seen chatting with customers who he soon 
regarded as friends. 

In 1975, he said: "I look forward to this as

a family occasion. I meet old customers, old 
friends and people I served with in the First 
World War". In that same year, the Bury Free 
Press newspaper reported that 750 pensioners 
were served in the first hour. 

Continuing on the theme of community spirit, 
one of Glasswells' core values is to sponsor local 
sporting clubs and events and staff are actively 
encouraged to think of ways to raise money for 
local charities and causes. 

In the next instalment, we will look at more 
recent times, bringing the Glasswells timeline up 
to date.

Phillip Ridoutt, director 
of business space at Savills, 
said: “This is a rare opportu¬ 
nity to acquire a large free¬ 
hold facility, above 30,000 sq 
ft, and we expect to receive 
considerable interest from 
both owner occupiers and 
investors.” 

Profits at Dialight fell last 
year in what the group chief 
executive had described as a 
“difficult year”.

Residents in East Cambs 
owe £2.3m in council tax 


RESIDENTS of East 
Cambridgeshire owe £2.3 
million in unpaid council tax, 
new figures reveal. 

The National Debtline is 
urging people to get the free 
advice they could need to help 
deal with council tax and other 
debts. 

The service, run by the 
Money Advice Trust, said 
that with so much council tax 
debt being owed, it showed 
that more residents of East 
Cambridgeshire, including 
Burwell, could benefit from 
help in tackling their financial 
problems. 

The news comes as residents 


are paying more than in previous 
years, with council tax rising by 
2.09 per cent. 

Band D households will now 
be paying £1,624 per year in 
2016/17, compared to £1591 last 
year. 

The charity said they receive 
160 calls each year from 
residents in the area who are 
seeking advice on how to resolve 
their debt problems - and they 
now expect figures to increase.

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T HERE'S a sense of ceremony to arriving at 
Jesus College. To reach the gate, set well 
back from the ruckus of the road, you have 
to process up the 'chimney': a wide walled path, 
said to take its name from the Middle French 
'chemin', meaning 'way', it's the aisle to the 
college's altar. 

The gatehouse is a grand affair, with its gilded 
crests and castellated roofline. But it's a 
little doorway within the gate itself 
which draws the eye; left invitingly 
ajar, it gives a glimpse of the 
green beyond. 

Spanning 27 acres - of 
which 14 are open grounds 
- Jesus boasts some of the 
largest, and arguably most 
lovely, gardens in Cambridge. 

Step out into First Court and 
an added attraction becomes 
clear: a large bronze horse 
stands in the middle of the lawn, 
part of a wide-ranging collection 
of sculpture some 20 years in the 
curation. 

The horse - face beatific, front leg raised as if 
for the off - is Welsh artist Barry Flanagan's take 
on a Greek antiquity held at St Mark's, Venice. 
The first sculpture to become a permanent 
fixture at Jesus, back in the late 80s, it's now 
synonymous with the college. 

"Before the horse arrived, the wisteria was 
the star of the show in First Court; for me, if I'm 
being totally honest, the wisteria is still the star 
of the show," says head gardener Paul Stearn.

"It's not that I don't like the horse - it's a lovely 
thing! - but that wisteria's one of the best in 
Cambridge; when it's in full flower, you'd have to 
go a long way to beat it." 

Paul's loyalty to his plants is understandable: 
he's been head gardener at Jesus for 27 years, 
and worked as under-gardener at the college 
before that. "I had to go away to come back 
again, if that makes sense - otherwise I'd 
never have gone. I love these gardens." 
Founded in 1496, on the initiative 
of one John Alcock, Bishop of Ely, 
Jesus was built on the site of a 
defunct Benedictine nunnery. 
The chapel was originally the 
nuns' church; dating from 
the 12th century, it's believed 
to be the oldest university 
building in Cambridge. 
"Peterhouse is the oldest 
college, but our chapel's the 
oldest college building," Paul 
explains. 

The college plot is unusual, in 
Cambridge terms, in several ways. Firstly, 
its enormity encompasses all the sports grounds, 
from rugby pitch to tennis courts. Today, games of 
both cricket and croquet are under way; there's a 
soundtrack of thunks and thwacks, as mallet and 
bat meet ball. 

Secondly, all but one of the courts are three- 
sided rather than four; instead of being enclosed, 
each is open to the next. There's a flow and 
a friendliness to the layout, which leads on to 
the third point of difference: aside from two

segments of showpiece lawn (including First 
Court's first-impression chequerboard) and the 
sacred ground where the nuns are interred, 
students are allowed - in fact encouraged - to 
walk on the grass. 

"One of the greatest rewards is seeing the 
gardens enrich the lives of the people who live 
and work here; knowing the gardens bring them 
pleasure, and perhaps a few moments of peace, 
is lovely," says Paul. 

Having grown up in a green-fingered family 

- his father had a penchant for dahlias and 
chrysanths - Paul says "a love of being outside, 
and of being close to nature" drew him into 
horticulture. A fortnight's work experience 

at Cherry Hinton Hall - "essentially two 
weeks spent in a greenhouse, learning how to 
propagate; propagation is an addictive business" 

- sealed the deal. 

More than 30 years on, Paul's 

enthusiasm remains undimmed. 

"I still love being outdoors and 
getting to see the seasons turn. 

Though, as I get older, I must 
admit I like the winter less. 

Late spring, early summer 

- that's my favourite 
time. When the trees are 
all greened up and that 
wisteria's in flower. . ." 

Now it's full summer, 
and the wisteria a memory 
for another year (among the 
keys to success is, says Paul, 

"timing your winter pruning just

right: in January if it's mild, February if it's 
not"), climbing roses are stealing the First 
Court limelight. Senior specimens of bright 
coral Schoolgirl and creamy Madame Alfred 
Carriere sprawl across the redbrick walls; 
thought to have been planted in the 50s, 
they're flushed with flowers. 

The narrow beds which border the 
buildings, as in most college courts, have 
just been refreshed with summer bedding: 
impatiens, zinnias, gazanias, all selected for 
their good nature and bright blooms. 

Gardening in courts has its challenges, 
concedes Paul, leading the way to the Tudor- 
built Cloister Court: the only four-walled 
plot on the site, it's simply lawned and 
lined with vines (including Boston 
Ivy, with its promise of ruby-red 
foliage come autumn). The 
buildings cast certain corners 
into perpetual shade, while 
others, which catch the 
sun and feel the heat from 
encircling walls, are semi¬ 
permanent hotspots. 

"There's one corner, 
by the chapel, where we 
couldn't even get grass to 
grow, so we've slotted in a little 
fern bed which is doing brilliantly. 

I also favour hostas in shade; but we

only avoid slugs by luck. 

"In hotspots it has to be verbena, lavenders, 
salvias: they hail from hot climates, and you 
have to play to a plant's strengths." 

It's tradition for the cloisters to be hung with 
hanging baskets round about now, brightening 
the space all summer long: "Usually we grow 
plants to a colour scheme - yellow and blue, 
silver and blue, even red and black, the college 
colours. But we're between greenhouses at the 
moment and having to buy in the plants - so 
this year it'll be more of a rainbow." 

Next on the tour are the adjoining Pump 
and Second Courts, which open in turn 
on to North Court with its sharp-angled 
1960s accommodation block. Designed 
by Cambridge architect David Roberts and 
now listed, it's a Marmite building; the view 
softened by a lawn lined with pairs of velvety 
bottle yews. A relic of a formal Victorian 
garden, its paved quadrants long since grassed 
over, the yews gather round a fledgling Persian 
Ironwood. Promising scarlet blossoms on its 
bare winter branches, and leaves that turn from 
green to purple then russet as the year wears 
on, it's a showgirl of a tree. 

Adjacent to North Court runs The Orchard, 
where the specimen trees - including a 
Spanish oak and Californian redwood - are 
inter-planted with large-scale sculptures. 
There's a sigmoid concrete piece (Geoffrey 
Clarke's Call it Hadrian's Wall), which snakes 
across the grass and embeds in a knoll, the 
remnant of a wartime bunker. There's a pair 
of enormous rusted metal discs, akin to giant 
shields (Roger Hiorns, Untitled), and, glinting in 
the midday sun, a towering glass helix (Empress 
by Danny Lane). It's quite something. 

The sculpture collection owes much to 
former Master Baron Colin Renfrew. An 
archaeology professor, he spearheaded a 
series of short-run sculpture exhibitions in 
the grounds, which sparked the permanent 
collection. 

The shows continue today: 2009 saw Angel 
of the North creator Sir Antony Gormley 
bring 19 of his Event Horizon figures to Jesus; 
standing on rooftops and lying on lawns, they 
made a lasting impression. The college now 
has a Gormley to call its own: titled Learning 
to See, it stands in the arched window of the 
Quincentenary Library. 

In Chapel Court, the gardens adopt a 
country house air thanks, in large part, to 
an enormous shrubbery. A 6ft-wide border, 
running almost the length of the court, it 
replaced a park-style rotation of bedding 
plants in the 70s. With some bushes clipped 
into smooth shapes and others left to 
grow wild and free, it's a masterclass in 
planting. Sun-yellow Moroccan broom 
blooms beside sky-blue ceanothus, all 
under-planted with spikes of orange 
hawkbit: "Some people call it a 
weed, I call it a wild flower," says 
Paul, "and a very pretty wild 
flower it is too." 

An all-angles statue by Pop Art 
pioneer Sir Eduardo Paolozzi 
stands guard by the chapel, 
and a pair of Eric Gill angels 
flutter above a n archway; 


an eminent stone carver, who created the 
Prospero and Ariel relief for BBC Broadcasting 
House, he's posthumously best-known for 
his sexual proclivities (among other things, he 
documented relations with his sister, children, 
and dog). 

The latest addition to the sculpture trail is 
Paul's own brainchild: called Cherry Tree Spire, 
it's a cutting-edge contemporary woodwork 
by Richard Bray, which literally erupts from 
the ground. "When the Prunus padus here 
died off, I thought it was a shame to just pave 
over the spot - so I suggested Richard work his 
magic on the trunk. . ." Standing in the crook 
of the ancient chapel, the spliced and shiny 
wood looks wonderful. 

Other recent arrivals at Jesus include an 
art-meets-function potting shed, shaped like 
an upside-down plant pot; tucked in a corner 
of the Fellows' Garden, it sits beside the in¬ 
progress greenhouses. 

Paul completes the tour with a meander 
through the college wood: stretching along 
the Jesus Green boundary of the grounds, it 
follows the route of Jesus Ditch, an offshoot of 
the Cam. Paul's team - he has five full-timers 
and one part-timer - won a biodiversity award 
not long ago, in recognition of their wildlife- 
friendly working across the gardens and, in 
particular, for the attention they lavish on the 
wood. 

A haven for newts, which inhabit carefully 
constructed log piles, water voles and all 
manner of birds, including the elusive 
nightingale, it's a pocket wilderness in the 
centre of the city. Little wonder it's inspired 
poetry: in 1792, Samuel Taylor Coleridge, one 
of Jesus' most famous sons, penned a tribute 
titled 'In Jesus Wood'. 

"We restored the 
pathway in the 
mid-90s, which 
was quite a 
job," says Paul. 
"We wanted 
members of 
the college to be 
able to come in 
here and surround 
themselves with 
green and quiet. 

"Even after all 
these years, the 
novelty of working 
in such a beautiful 
place - right in 
the middle of 
Cambridge - hasn't 
worn off. I think 
most college 
gardeners would 
agree: it's a 
privilege."

C OMPACT crossovers and SUVs 
might be all the rage at the 
moment - but there are still 
some folk for whom the butch styling 
of such vehicles is a big turn off. 

For those who want decent space 
and practicality without all the 
macho posturing, plastic cladding 
and bulging wheel arches the humble 
estate remains a popular choice. 

And providing an eye-catching 
alternative to big sellers such as 
the Ford Focus Estate and Vauxhall 
Astra Sports Tourer is the Kia cee'd 
Sportswagon. 

The cee'd family has been the 
driving force behind the South 
Korean car maker's meteoric rise 
from bargain-basement bit-part player 
to major force in the European car 
market during the last decade. 

Launched as a five-door hatchback 
in 2006, the two door pro_ee'd and 
SW estate versions followed as the 
model established itself as the brand's 
biggest seller across the continent. 

The second generation cee'd 
hit the road in 2012 and has now 
received a significant mid-life 
makeover as it continues to do battle 
against stiff competition which, in the 
mid-size estate zone, also includes 
the impressive Skoda Octavia Estate 
and SEAT Leon ST. 

The major changes to the new-look 
Kia range come in the shape of the 
new 1.0-litre T-GDi (eco Turbo) petrol

power pack and GT-Line specification 
that this car boasted. 

The three-cylinder petrol engine 
debuts in the updated cee'd and sees 
Kia following the trend for downsizing 
to smaller, more fuel efficient units 
but adding turbochargers to maintain 
power. 

Acceleration from a standstill is 
modest, with the 0-60mph sprint 
taking 11 seconds, but once on the 
move throttle response is spritely and 
progress smooth. 

You will need to reach for the six- 
speed manual gearbox for overtaking 
manoeuvres and the like, but 
generally the car doesn't feel under¬ 
powered and motorway cruising is 
relaxed and refined. 


The chassis is set up for comfort 
and does a good job of isolating 
passengers from any imperfections in 
the road surface while keeping the 
body under good control. 

The three-pot engine claims 54 
miles per gallon and emissions of 
120g/km, which is pretty good for 
a petrol-powered estate, but diesel 
options do better and are likely to 
prove popular with the business 
buyers at which this car is largely 
aimed. 

The new GT-Line trim targets 
buyers who enjoy the sharp styling of 
sportier cars, but prefer to avoid the 
higher fuel, tax and insurance costs of 
an out-and-out performance model. 

In the case of the cee'd 


Sportswagon that means buyers get 
some of the design trappings of the 
hot-hatch pro cee'd GT such as a 
deep front bumper flanked by ice 
cube-style LED running lights, a 
bespoke black lower grille and black 
high-gloss mesh main grille while 
the rear features twin tailpipes, roof 
spoiler and GT-Line badging. The 
look is completed by model-specific 
five-double-spoke 17-inch alloy 
wheels. 

In the cabin, GT-Line models get 
black cross-stitch upholstery with grey 
inserts, leather steering wheel with 
contrast stitching and alloy pedals, 
while the driver and front passenger 
seats have power lumbar adjustment. 

The key thing about the cee'd 
Sportswagon interior though, is 
it's cleverly packaged space and 
practicality. 

Despite the car having fairly 
compact dimensions there is space 
inside for four adults with good head 
and rear legroom, five would even 
be comfortable on shorter journeys, 
while the boot is one of the biggest 
in class at 528 litres - 1,660 with the 
split rear seats folded down. 

All cee'd Sportswagons come 
typically well equipped with entry- 
level models getting aircon, steering 
wheel-mounted controls, front 
electric windows, a cooled glovebox, 
DAB radio, Bluetooth, electronic 


stability control and vehicle stability 
management, hill-start assist and six 
airbags. 

GT-Llne trim also adds niceties 
such as a seven-inch touchscreen 
interface, satnav, automatic lights and 
wipers, keyless entry and ignition, 
and a reversing camera. 

And while Kias are not as cheap as 
they used to be, you do get a seven- 
year, 100,000-mile warranty - which 
is something no rivals offer and makes 
this well worth a look if you're after 
a stylish, practical alternative to the 
crossover crowd.

DARTMOUTH has been supple¬ 
mented for Saturday’s King George 
VI And Queen Elizabeth Stakes at 
Ascot at a cost of £75,000. 

Trained by Sir Michael Stoute and 
owned by The Queen, Dartmouth 
won the Hardwicke Stakes at the 
Royal meeting over the same 12- 
furlong distance as Saturday’s race. 

The four-year-old son of Dubawi 
has won each of his three races this 
season and will be arriving at the top 
of his game as he tackles the odds- 
on favourite, Postponed. 

The Queen’s racing manager John 
Warren said: “The horse is in excep¬ 
tional form and the trainer has been 
delighted with his progress since 
Ascot. 

“With that side of things going so 
well, we felt he was a worthy candidate.

“Olivier Peslier, who rode him to 
such good effect in the Hardwicke, 
will ride him once again so there is 
continuity on that front.” 

Dartmouth is one of 10 potential 
runners, along with Postponed. 

Last year’s winner Postponed has 
been unbeaten since and has also 
changed trainers, now residing with 
RogerVarian rather than Luca Cumani. 

Postponed would become the first 
horse since Swain in 1997 and 1998 
to win back-to-back runnings. 

Varian has also left in Ajman 
Bridge in case he needs to be used 
as a pacemaker following the sad 
loss of Roseburg, who carried out 
his duties perfectly at Epsom in the 
Coronation Cup. 


“Unfortunately we won’t be using 
Roseburg, but we do have Ajman 
Bridge and we’ll decide whether he 
runs when we see how the race is 
shaping up,” said Varian. 

“It’s the stuff of dreams, to be 
heading to a race as prestigious as 
the King George with a horse of the 
quality of Postponed, it’s something 
I would have dreamt of doing only a 
few years ago. 

“The King George is a race I grew 
up watching and to be involved in it 
at the highest level is very exciting 
for me and everyone involved. 

“Lor me it’s one of the summer 
highlights, it’s always a competitive 
race, and it will be, no race at the 
highest level is easy to win. 

“Of course, Postponed’s credentials 
are very strong and he’ll need to be on 


his game, but hopefully he will be.” 

John Gosden and owner Lady 
Bamford had to settle for a very 
narrow second last year with Eagle 
Top and this year they send Wings 
Of Desire to have a go at Postponed. 

Winner of the Dante at York, he 
went on to finish a respectable 
fourth in the Derby. Gosden may 
also run Western Hymn 

Aidan O’Brien relies on Highland 
Reel, who was second to Dartmouth 
in the Hardwicke, Shogun and Sir 
Isaac Newton. 

There is the possibility of Lrench 
interest with Erupt, while Second 
Step is still in for Cumani. 

Eclipse winner Hawkbill will 
bypass the race, though, with next 
month’s Juddmonte International at 
York his likely next target. 


Speedway

IT was a perfect return to West 
Row racing for Mildenhall as 
they piled up the points to beat 
Isle of Wight 62-28 for their 
biggest win of the season.
